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Trade Barrier 


Washington, D.C, President Roose- 
velt’s decision.to withdraw the Am- 
ericam dollar’s gold support abroad 
is attributed to the hammering the 
dollar has, beem given in foreign ex- 
changes, but was actually. taken. to 
boost commodity prices and to bring 
the United States closer to parity 
with other countries of depreciated 
currencies all with an eye upon the 
approaching conferences with the 
British and Canadian pime ministers 
and other foreign statesmen. 

One authority puts it. this way: 
‘‘Think of the currencies. as the 
plank of a-teeter-totter, The Amer- 
ican dollar has ‘been the high side 
with other currencies the low side, 
It is intended now to let the Ameri- 
can end drop down, not necessarily 
to balance with the Canadian dollar 
or the British pound, but nearer to 
balance, As the currencies more 
nearly approach ‘parity there will be 
less and léss need of embargoes, 
quotas and other restrictions upon in- 
ternational trade. 

The prospect makes agreement up- 
on reduction or abolition of trade 
barriers so much easier, It will pro- 
mote the success of President Roose- 
velt’s meetings with representatives 
and make more certain a beneficial 
outcome of the world economic con- 
ference. 

\Olbzervers now go back to a 
reference President Roosevelt 
some time ago made to a new 
but sound currency, Conferences 
between Treasury Secretary 
Woodin and the federal reserve 
board are said to revolve about 
a change in percentage of gold 
cuzieve to currency; in other 
words a reduction of the gold 
content of the dollar. 

This should not immediately be 
expected, The Amorican dollar will 
be allowed to find a new level and 
the president will sound out MacDon- 
ald, Bennett and other world leaders 
respecting eventual enactment in 
their legislation changing the amount 
of gold in national currencies, 

A dollar stabilization ‘board ‘may 
be looked for similar in its powers 
and purposes to the British stabiiza- 
tion board, The movement toward 
transition of power from Congress bo 
the White House will probably be 
accelerated to give to President 
Roosevelt the authority now vested 
in Congress to coin money and regu- 
late the value thereof. 

The constitution puts this power 
in Congress, but Congress has near- 
ly as many inflation proposals before 
it a> members, Moreover, as has 
been demonstrated, Congress has 
been of the mind lately —to adopt 
some of them had not the president 
intervened with his newest infla- 
tion pian, 

The present price of gold of $20.67 
per ounce was established nearly 100 
years ago and thas remained station- 
ary with three brief exceptions, 
when hard times and panic prevail- 
ed and during and following the 
Civil War. 

Inflationists have angued in Con- 
gress that d-valuation of the dollar 
would prompt!y increase prices of 
commodities and common stocks, 
They point to the reaction upon Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s announcement to- 
day as proof of the soundness of 
their contention. 

Advocates of inflation have 
openly derided their opponents, 
Everything else, they have de- 
cided, has failed, so let some- 
thing new be tried even though 
that something be different, dras- 
tic, even damzerousi in orthodox 
“opinion. 

Against these views adulteration 
of tthe currency is described as ab- 
surd when the treasury and federal 
reserve banks have huge stocks of 
gold and more papcr money that ig 
in demand, Cheaper money, these 
elements say, is a delusion. It 
would demoralize business, They as- 
sert that the Ameircan medium of 
cxchange has not failed, but that pur- 
Chasing power has failed and this 
cannot be vestored by destroying the 
the value of money. 

In addition to inflation by the acts 
announced and possible devaluation 
of the dollar, it is known to be the 
administration’s purpose to push for- 
ward other inflationary measures, 

Woodin’s consultations with heads 
of federal reserve banks is consider- 
ed a move to liberate ag much as may 
be released of the four billions of 
deposits still tied up in banks under 
conservators. 

A controlled or managed credit is 
expected to follow upon a - managed 
eurrency, Public works, preparation 
for which hae been advanced enough 
to let them be undertaken fairly 
quickly, will be begun. The St Law- 
rence project may be one of these.

The great difference, as we see it, 
between the action taken by the Un- 
ited States President now and the ac- 
tion that was taken by the Brit- 
ish National Government in .1931 
(when Britain went off the gold 
standard) is that President Roosevelt 
has gone off the gold standard for 
specific purposes not fully revealed, 
whereas Mr, Ramsay ‘MacDonald 
went off the gold standard for the 
very. good reason that he could no 
longer stay on it, America con- 
tains approximately a third of thie 
world’s gold supply; Britaim’s gold 
supplies were being exhausted in 
1981: 

One suggestion is that by going off’ 
the gold standard, President Roose- 
velt has put himself into a position 
to negotiate for a revised world gold 
standard, by withdrawing -support of 
the. American dollar ‘in foreign ex- 
changes to combat the depreciated 
currencies of the foreign nations 
now off the standard, Tt’ is waid 
that the wants to bring back the gold 
standard as a measure of stability, 
but that he is cosidering a new stan- 
dard which would provide for a re- 
duction im the 40 per cent gold re- 
serve now required, The purpose of 
all this, of course, would be to make 
the world’s gold supplies go further. 

We do not pretend to know what 
international action thiz American 
President will suggest, but we do 
know that merely to inflate currency 
everywhere (in order to make gold 
go further) cannot cure whatever 
fundamental defiect exists in regard 
to international finance, Obviously 
it would be as: easy under the new 
system for gold to accumulate in the 
coffers of one nation as it has prov- 
en to be under the present. There 
would be no more guarantee against 
the freezing of international credit; 
foreign investment would become no 
more desirable than it is at present; 
financial manipulation would be mo 
more difficult, We await an outline 
of thie other changes which the Pres- 
ident intends to suggest at the World 
Economic Conference. 

It may yet be found that a return 
to the gold standard, cven on a new 
ratio between gold and paper, has be- 
come impracticable, 

In the meantime we shall watch 
with interest the United States Gov- 
ernment’s efforts to bolster prices’ by 
means of a managed currency. If 
Washington is successful in this, that 
success may have important reper- 
cussions in this: country, Bah

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Although the atitendance at the 
Public Health meeting held under the 
auspices of the W.I, on Saturday af- 
ternoon was small, those who avail- 
ed themselves of the opportunity 
were greatly interested in Miss Hull- 
ett’s address, Mis: Hullett went in- 
to some detail with regard to the his- 
tory of public health, mentioning es- 
pecially such notable figures as Loew- 
nnihock, discoverer of the microscope, 
Pasteur, who sitartled the medical 
world with the germ theory, Lister, 
whose ideas of >terilization and anti- 
scptics made surgery safer; Koch, 
discoverer of the T.B, germ, Madame 
Curie and Banting, whose work with 
radium and insulin are well known, 

The discoveries and theories ad- 
vaneed through the years played a 
great part in the advancement of 
public health, and great satisfaction 
was felt with the progress made until 
the owbbreak of the Great War, when 
it was discovered that in some coun- 
tries only about fifty per cent, (In 
Canada about 30 per cent.) were 
physically fit for military sorvice. 

Miss Hullett then explained the 
objects of the Health Units, two of 
which:. One at High River and one 
at Red Deer, have been organized in 
Alberta, and have been operating 
ncarly two years, These units, Mise 
Hullett compared to Shelter Belts lo- 
eated in various parts of the pyrair- 
ies, and the different branches of 
their activities she likened to trees, 
such as the tree of Child Welfare, of 
Communicable diseases, of Quaran- 
tine, the important tree of Maternal 
Welfare, which needs more cultiva- 
tion, tree of Sanitation, of Health 
Education, ete, The object of the 
Unit is chiefly prevention, and they 
are not concerned with the treatment 
of diseases. 

The first two years have been busy 
ones with the school work and clinics, 
Perhaps the value of the work of im- 
munization, vaccination and toxoid 
,tpgotment in the 83 rural and 12 
“tewn schools in their territory, can- 
not be over-estimated. Their terri- 
bory covers, a district from Morning- 
side in the North to Bowden in thé 
South; Eckville to the West, compris- 
ing approximately 1700 square miles, 
Physical examintion of babies and 
pre-sche'sl children is of the greatest 
importance as minor physical defects 
have a tremendous influence upon 
the growing child. This phase of 
work and adult examination is taken 
care of by clinics held) at various 
points in the district. Periodic ex- 
amination of well adults is undertak- 
en insofar as the time available will 
allow, but with over 18,000 adults 
included in the territory covered, it 
would be impossible even with twice 
the staff to give every adult in the 
health district a thorough physical 
examination each year, 

To stimulate further interest am- 
ong the children, a school paper is 
published, much of the material be- 
ing contributed by tthe school child- 
ren, who send im drawings and es- 
says on health. This paper is sent to 
all schools in the district. Also in- 
cluded in their health education pro-- 
gnam are lectures and demonstra- 
tions, for which Doctor and Nurses 
are available. Too, they are endeav- 
ing to interest the women’s onganiz- 
ations in taking up different projects 
such as window exhibits amd a shelf 
in the library containing books on 
health. A Maternal Welfare service 
is also offered, by which pre-natal 
and post-natal letters may be obtain- 
ed by writing to the Red Deer office. 

Mrs. J. Sherrer, Chairman of the 
meeting, tendered a vote of thanks 
to Miss Hullett and and expressed 
the belief that a much larger crowd 
would attend the next lecture.

As One American Sees It 


Business Man Blames Countrymen’s 
Selfishness For Present Condition 
Of Depression 

That was an interesting. address 

given by Mr. Orlando Gibbons, an 
American business man, at the Em- 
pire Club in Toronto the other day. 
Speaking on “The United States 
Faces the Future,’ he hit out at his 
countrymen straight from the should- 
er, and blamed their selfishness for 
the present condition of world depres- 
sion. 
Remarking that the United States 
got into the World War at a late 
stage, then “washed their hands of 
the whole affair, went home and shut 
themelves in behind high tariff 
walls,” Mr. Gibbons added: 

“We need a drastic revision down- 
ward of tariff schedules, not. only 
in the United States, but in Canada, 
Britain, France, Germany and the 
rest of the nations, and as we started 
this business of the mad rush to high 
tariffs, itis up to Washington to 
start the downward trend. I think the 
other nations have a perfect right to 
look to the United States to take the 
initiative in this direction.” 

Later he said: 

“In post-war years Great Britain 
went off the gold standard; went back 
on the gold standard; and then, with 
the finest courage that any nation 
has shown since the Great War, de- 
liberately went off the gold standard 
again. I think we are going to find in 
the United States, in the course of 
the next few months, that we cannot 
adopt toward the rest of the world ah 
air of superiority, and that we can- 
not make our dollar the standard for 
the whole world. It seems to me that 
we have got, also, to realize the ne- 
cessity of a certain amount of infla- 
tion—however much we, may deplore 
it—and that, before the end of June, 
we will begin to see the British 
policy, adopted a couple of years ago, 
is the policy we will do well ourselves 
to follow.” 

It is to be hoped that the Ameri- 
can statesmen who will have the 
bandling of the war debts and the 
world economic conferences realize 
these facts.—St. Thomas Times-Jour- 
nal,

Ten Polar Bear Teeth Is Menibership 
Fee 

The ancient game of golf is played 
in all parts of Canada, even in the 
Arctic Circle. What is probably the 
world's farthest north golf links is 
located at Chesterfield Inlet on the 
northern shore of Hudson Bay in lati- 
tude 67. Also it might be called the 
most exclusive of all golf clubs as it 
has a membership of only four—the 
Church of England missionary, the 
Roman Catholice missionary, the 
Hudson's Bay Company's Factor and 
his assistant. The membership fee, 
which entitles the payee to life mem- 
bership, is ten polar bear teeth. The 
course {s still in process of building 
so far three holes being completed. 
They are 400 yards, 250 yards, and 
850 yards respectively in length, and 
are played three times in succession. 
Par for nine holes is 36.

The 
only canned goods we buy are fish 
and pineapple, which we cannot 
grow.” This homemaker has a cellar 
as well filled as that of her thrifty 
mother and grandmother. It holds 
food for the whole winter, yes, some- 
thing for every day and every meal.

“New Method Of Skin Grafting 


Dust Particles Of Skin On Open 
Wound Is Latest Plan 

Research workers of the University 
of Cincinnati College of Medicine add- 
ed a modification of the humble salt 
shaker to the implements of the sur- 
geon. 

It’s used in skin-grafting, that deli- 
cate operation whereby skin is trans- 
planted to restore burned or other- 
wise damaged tissue. 

Not always successful, the method 
of grafting now generally in use 
didn’t satisfy the medical research 
men of the university here, Dr. Lou's 
Herrman said. Sometimes the trans- 
planted skin wouldn’t grow. When it 
did, scars often showed. 

Taking-a patch of skin ready for 
grafting, they ground it, dumped it 
in a modified salt shaker end then 
sprinkled it over the exposed wound. 

Skin stuck fast and grew, spread- 
ing until the desired surface was 
covered with normal tissue. 

“This,” said Dr. Herrman, “is lke 
sowing a seed instead of transplant- 
ing a tree.” . 

It didn’t seem to make any differ- 
ence, he said, whether the particles of 
skin fell “right side” up or down, the 
skin grew just the same. 

Before, he explained, it was cus- 
|tomary to cut pieces of skin about 
the size of a postage stamp and fit 
‘them carefully over the damaged 
| area, Even if the pieces stuck, scarg 
often showed at the edges.

Grade Feeding Barley 

“Canada must concentrate on high- 
grade feeding barley if she would ex- 
pand her share of the world barley 
market,” states Professor H. C. 
Grant on behalf of the Manitoba De- 
partment of Agriculture in a barley 
survey issued by the Empire Market-

Figures showed the world’s con- 
sumption of barley since 1909 had 
considerably decreased and Canada 
was having a more difficult time than 
other Empire countries in disposing 
of her surplus crop.

Vested With Authority 


Saskatchewan Sheriffs May Issue 
Debt Action Permits 

«All sheriffs in the various judicial 
districts of Saskatchewan have been 
vested with authority to issue permits 
in connection with small debt actions 
and cases under the new Debt Ad- 
justment Act passed in the recent 
session of the legislature. 

Proceedings under land agree- 
ments, foreclosure actions and cases 
of that class will be dealt with by 
the debt adjustment board, of which 
A. . Hosie is chairman. 

Although the definite policy re- 
specting the operations of the board 
has not yet been decided, it is prob- 
able that it will hold sittings at 
Saskatoon as well as Regina. 

There are 17 sheriffs appointed un- 
der the order-in-council, and official 
notification of these appointments 
have been mailed to the various offi- 
ces in the province. 

The judicial districts of Moosomin 
and Arcola have no sheriffs, the work 
being conducted by deputy sheriffs. 
Deputy sheriffs are not included in 
the appointments.

Son Of Ex-Kaiser Refused Entry Into 
England 

There is an interesting story be- 
hind the announcement that the ex- 
crown prince of Germany intended to 
come to Britain, which was quickly 
followed by the statement that the 
plans had been cancelled. 

He wanted to spend a holiday in 
England. 

It would have been his first visit 
since the war. He approached his 
friends in the Nazi movement, who 
communicated his wishes to the Ger- 
man embassy in London, 

When the German embassy ap- 
proached the foreign office in London 
they were told that the inquiry would 
have to be referred to much higher 
quarters. 

‘These quarters were consulted, and 
the answer was an emphatic ‘NO.” 

The embassy communicated the de- 
cision to Berlin and the ex-crown 
prince was informed. 

Accordingly, although he is now 
unofficially described as a “private in- 
dividual” with all the liberties of a 
private individual, he will not be go- 
ing to England.

developing as mankind increased in numbers, men quarrelled and fought 
among themselves. They divided into tribes, and later into nations, develop- 
ing distinct national traits of character and ambitions, each selfishly en- 
deavoring to secure to itself a larger measure of control over the earth than 
that enjoyed by their rivals, and constantly warring with each other to 
obtain and retain such control. 

As time passed, and life became more and more complex, this struggle | 
for national domination,—national existence for many,—became more in- 
tense, but, with the progress of education and civilization it developed new 
forms, while not altogether abandoning the old idea of the application of 
physical force. Thus it came about that man made his great mistake in that 
he attempted to control forces he cannot control and which it was never in- 
tended he should control. ; 

The world was created for man,—the wholé world for the whole race of 
man. Its climate was varied, and with variations in climate there is varia- 
tion in products and methods of living, each part having something to con- 
tribute to the weltare of man in other parts, and all going to make up a 
completed whole. But man developed narrow tribal and nationalistic instincts 
and ambitions, hived himself off in groups into compartments, and sought to 
live unto himself, self-satisfied and self-contained, apart from the rest of the 
world. Such a mode of living might succeed for a time, but man was simply 
punishing himself, denying himself many of the benefits and comforts which 
an untrammelled nature intended he should possess and enjoy. The whole | 
race of mankind is now paying the penalty for that great error. 

This primary error led to many others, and man set his ingenuity to 
work to overcome the difficulties he had himself created. Having defied one 
great law of nature he thought to correct that mistake by defying other | 
laws. He conceived the mistaken idea that he could, by the mere enactment 
of his own man-made laws, substitute artificial] political boundaries for the 
natural boundaries as defined by geographical facts. He had changed the 
course of rivers, why could he not change the streams of man’s intercourse, 


| 


communication and trade with each other? Why could he not change great 
areas of the world’s surface intended by nature for agricultural pursuits into 
great manufacturing centres? Where nature designed that communication 
and trade should flow north and south, with one section the complement 
to the other, why should not man order otherwise and force communication 
and trade to flow east and west in order that it might be confined within 
certain narrow political divisions set up by himself in defiance of nature's 
laws? 

Man thought he could do it, and he proceeded to try, with the result that 
the whole race of man is today mired in a morass of its own making. All 


men # all nations are floundering witb no solid ground under their feet. | 
e 


In th difficulties and desperation they still blindly rely upon the enact- 
ment of one man-made policy after another, each a further defiance of 
nature's immutable laws, to get them out of their trouble, instead of frankly 
acknowledging their initial mistake, wiping out their narrow nationalistic 
policies, and allowing the laws of nature to operate freely wthout restriction 
or attempted control by man, who, after all, cannot control them. 

But instead of adopting such a sane and sensible attitude; instead of 
admitting that the laws of nature are too powerful a force to be ignored and 
defined, we find one group of political thought insisting in all countries that 
the world must pers!st in the policies in which it has become entangled, 
making them st.ll more restrictive and more all-embracing of the activities 


of man. On the other hand, there is another group of political thought which, 
frankly recognizing the blunders of the past, insists that the only way out is 
to commit an even greater blunder than has yet been committed, and that 
is to largely deprive man of his individuality, destroy his God-given powers 


of initiative and self-government, and submerge him in the political State 
itself which will direct, control and order him in all that he may do and how 
he shall live. 

Man was not created to be so ordered and controlled. He was given a 


body, a mind, a soul of his own. He was to have dominion over all things; 


he has had the courage to speak his 
mind for the welfare of the people. 


Honor Rolls For Herds 


Seventy-Six Herds In Saskatchewan 
Receive Production Certificates 

Honor rolls covering 76 herds in 
Saskatchewan have been issued dur- 
ing the past week, Hon. W. C. Buckle, 
Minister of Agriculture has announc- 
ed. The certificates are for the 1932 
production year. 

Regulations governing the issuance 
of the certificates require a minimum 
average production per cow of 300 
pounds of butterfat per year, with the 
minimum number of cows per herd 
set at five. The first eight herds on 
the list all averaged over 400 pounds 
of butterfat and there were 24 herds 
with an average production of above 
350 pounds of butterfat.

“The problem of unemployment has 
become general‘ and in all large cities, 
special committees have been organ- 
ized to provide food and clothing for 
the poor and unemployed. In addition 
to this effort, some cities have caused 
relief work to be instigated by public 
bodies. Widespread want and dis- 
tress have led to labor strikes. 

“The lessening demand for wheat 
exported to Europe has caused Amer- 
ican wheat to sell in the West for, 
less than 50 cents a bushel. Extensive 
competition, lowering ‘prices and un- 
wise speculation have brought about 
& cris‘s abounding in rumor reports, 
most of which have no foundation and 
do great damage. The renewal of con- 
fidence and the allaying of violent 
fear in the minds of the people, which 
will allow for active buying, rather 
than money hoarding, must precede 
business recovery.” 

Thg parallel between this analysis 
of conditions during the depression of 
1837 and current summaries of condi- 
tions in 1938 will be instantly obvious 
to every reader. Yet, although jt 
seemed inconceivable to Mr. Webster, 
the United States did pull out of its 
slump, confidence did return, buying 
did increase, unemployment did dis- 
appear, wheat prices did rise, secur- 
ity values did return, trade and in- 
dustry again grew prosperous. And 
for nearly a century they never got 
quite so bad again. 

That is one reason why the situa- 
tion of 1933 does not appear hopeless, 
as the situation of 1837 did to Daniel 
Webster.—Detroit Free Press. 


Fame Rests On Comma 


Doubt As To Whether Raleigh Intro- 
duced Smoking Into Europe 

The will of Deige, a son of Chris- 
topher Columbus, recently discovered 
in Spain, was first thought to cast 
doubt upon the generally accepted 
story that Sir Walter Raleigh first 
introduced smoking into Europe. This 
will, dated May 2, 1523, more than 
sixty years before Raleigh smoked 
his first pipeful of tobacco, disposed 
of a sum of money to a certain An- 
tonio described apparently as ‘‘to- 
bacco merchant of Lisbon.”

Report States Clearing House Will 
‘Be Established In England 

A central clearing house to facili- 
tate the bartering of goods between 
England and other countries is to be 
established in England, the chairman 
of the Grimsby Chamber of Com- 
merce said to a London newspaper re- 
porter recently. 

Several important barter trans- 
actions have taken place between 
British and foreign firms. Among 
these are: 

Four hundred thousand tons of 
Welsh coal were exchanged for 36,- 
000 cords of Newfoundland pit- 
props. 

A Leeds firm received Spanish 
wines and skins for wool yarn. 

Lancashire cotton is being ex- 
changed for Hungarian hides, 

Crosse and Blackwell, Ltd. are 
exchanging food produce for Cana- 
dian wheat. 

Newcastle firms are sending steam 
coal to the Finnish and Swedish rail- 
ways in return for timber. 

Welsh coal is being exchanged for 
Canadian grain. 

A Wolverhampton firm is exchang- 
ing ink for Chilian rugs. 

In the case of the Welsh coal being 
exchanged for Canadian grain several 
bakery firms are concerned_in the 
deal, and they have agreed to buy 
the wheat from the coal factor. 

The Leeds firm which received 
Spanish wines and skins sent the car- 
go to Russia in exchange for timber. 

One of the latest examples of 
European barter has taken place be- 
tween Finland and Czecho-Slovakia. 
Seventy fighting aeroplanes were sent 
to Finland and were paid for with 
butter. 

A London tea firm is exchanging 
tea for tinned and dried fruits, honey, 
malt, and wax from Chili. Slazengers, 
the sports equipment firm, have sent 
a cargo of tennis balls to Valparaiso 
in exchange for a cargo of the bark 
from which quinine is made,

When Jasper National Park was 
set aside in 1907, by the Government 
of Canada to meet the recreational 
requirements of the people and to 
serve as a refuge for the native -fau- 
na, great inroads had been made in 
the wild life by hunters. As a result 


~ Of the establishment of sanctuary 


conditions the preservation of the dif- 
ferent species of wild life indigenous 
to that region has been assured, and 
now hunters may feel confident of 
having an unfailing supply of game 
in districts adjacent to the park. 

One of the chief attractions to vis- 
itors at the present time is the var- 
lety of wild life which may be seen 
along the motor highways and trails 
in the park. Bear,. moose, deer, big- 
horn sheep and mountain goat may 
frequently be seen from a car, while 
caribou may generally be sighted in 
the high open passes of some of the 
nearby mountains. 

In recent years there has been a 


‘ remarkable increase in the wild life 


of the park. It is estimated that the 
number of bighorn sheep has doubled 
within the past few years in the 
Athabaska Valley, They are especial- 
ly numerous at Pocahontas, Inter- 
lakén, Brazeau River, Snake Indian 
Valley, Moose Horn Creek, and 
Southesk River. Rocky Mountain 
goat are numerous and are spreading 
to new ranges in the park. The larg- 
est herds of these animals are to be 
found at Shale Banks, Smoky River, 
Colin Range, Maligne Lake, Whistler 
Mountain and Circus Valley. 

Elk, Moose, Deer and Caribou are 
seen in large numbers. throughout 
the park. The elk, which had so near- 
ly been exterminated a few years ago, 
have increased to such an extent that 
now they are extending their range 
in many directions. Reports state that 
they have been seen as far west as 
McBride, British Columbia, on the 

, Canadian National Railways, which is 
one hundred miles west of the park, 
Moose are also increasing in numbers, 
especially in the northern part of the 
park, which is heavily timbered and 
well suited to the needs of this ani- 
mal. Deer in the park are rapidly in- 
creasing in numbers. Caribou are 
spreading throughout the park and 
overflowing from the: Smoky River 
area into British Columbia, as far 
south as the Canadian National Rail- 
ways’ line. The main herds are about 
Byng Pass, Twin Tree Lake, Tonquin 
and Circus Valleys, Smoky River, 
Brazeau Valley, Upper Snaring Riv- 
er, Dominion Creek and Mitte Valley. 

There has been a large increase in 
the number of bears, especially in the 
immediate vicinity of Jasper, There 

‘are many beaver colonies in the park 

and the animals are increasing rap- 
idly in numbers. The beaver consti- 
tute one of the numerous attractions 
at Lac Beauvert, where visitors in 
the evening hours catch glimpses of 
them in their home waters.

Record Not Very Good

field secretary for Canada of the Den- 
tal Hygiene Council told the Toronto 
Health League. ¥ x 

Preventative dentistry, the speaker 
said, is a health measure and began 
only 83 years ago when the first ex- 
traction dentist hung out his shingle 
in Baltimore. Prior to that time the 
apothecary and the blacksmith at- 
tended to those teeth which ached 
their owners into drastic removal 
measures. Extraction era was follow- 
ed by the “conservation age’—when 
the policy was to save everything in 
the mouth. Bridges and crowns flour- 
ished as dentistry supreme. Then 
came the X-ray which led to the dis- 
covery that 90 per cent. of disease is 
caused by infection and that 70 per 
cent. of the infection begins in the 
‘mouth, and goes via the blood to the 
weak parts of the body. 

Dr. Thomson mentioned among the 
diseases most frequently attributed to 
infected teeth anaemia, rheumatism, 
tuberculosis and some heart diseases. 
Prevention of decay was most im- 
portant, the speaker said, and stress- 
ed the wisdom of inculcating health 
habits in the first seven years of a 
child’s life. 

A survey had shown that 97 per 
cent. of the Anglo-Saxons have de- 
cayed teeth, 64 per cent. of the Cen- 
tral European, the Maori of New 
Zealand only 1 per cent. and the Es- 
quimo only ‘3 per cent—and decayed 
teeth in the children of these two 
latter races is unknown. Scientists 
have been forced to the conclusion, 
Dr. Thomson shid, that good teeth 
are the product of fdods eaten in 
their natural state, with all the es- 
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sential minerals.

Many Canadian Shippers Careless 
About Packing Their Products 

A prominent Canadian banker, resi- 
dent in London, Engiand, writes that 
he is deeply interested in the success- 
ful working out of the Anglo-Cana- 
dian trade agreement signed at Otta- 
wa last summer. He is, moreover, 
much concerned over the slackness of 
some classes of Canadian exporters 
in regard to the shipments which they 
make to the United K.ngdom. 

He says: “I have one comment to 
make which cannot be too strongly 
impressed upon our dairy and fruit 
people in Canada, namely, if Canada 
is to get the best results she literally 
and absolutely must pack her goods 
in attractive form. In most respects, 
fruit and other things, including dairy 
products, that come to this market 
are conspicuously slap-dashed togeth- 
er in a way that mil.tates enormous- 
ly against their attractiveness and, 
in natural sequence, against the price 
received. If you could visit Fortnum 
and Mason and see the alluring man- 
ner in which articles are prepared for 
this market by other countries, you 


surely would not be proud of the orig- |’ 


inality, good taste or commonsense of 
our Canadian friends. These markets 
can be increased enormously if some- 
thing can be done in the direction 
I have indicated, but it must be done 
either by selling organizations head- 
ed by intelligent men who have visit- 
ed this country, or under Government 
supervision.’’—Toronto Mail and Em- 
pire.

and Manchu emperors, have been tak- 
en for safe keeping to Kaifeng and 
Loyang-fu, in Honan Province, two 
cities which were both at one time 
imperial capitals 6f China. It is pos- 
sible that museums may be opened in 
the Honan cities, where the ptblic 
may observe the art objects of Old 
China. 

The museum's treasures were 
moved because it was thought that 
if the Sino-Japanese conflict were 
extended to Peiping, it might cause 
damage to the museums there. The 
task of moving all the treasures was 
too great, so that only one-fifth were 
transported. Even so, 3,000 packing 
cases and two trains of 24 cars each 
were used. 

The Palace Museum in Peiping has 
s0 many art objects that it cannot 
display more than 10 per cent. at one 
time. It has been suggested for some 
years that the treasures be divided, 
and other Chinese cities be given the 
privilege of having a share for mu- 
seums. But Peiping residents have 
vigorously protested such sugges- 
tions, They have argued that the 
palace of the emperors who gathered 
the collections form an ideal setting 
for their exhibition.

Refuge For Jews 


Immigration Into Palestine Is An 
Economic Question 


Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, secretary 
for colonies, states that immigration 
into Palestine must be governed by 
the economic absorptive capacity of 
that country, and that this principle 
cannot be departed from. 

He had been asked in the British 
House of Commons whether, in view 
of the position of Jews in Germany, 
restrictions on immigration into Pal- 
estine would be relaxed for the bene- 
fit of refugees. 

He pointed out, however, that ad- 
ministration of the immigration laws 
lies with the high commissioner of 
Palestine and that the Palestine exe- 
cutive and the Jewish agency may 
make any representations they wish 
to the high commissioner.

‘Dentists In Olden Times 


Artificial Teeth Were Familiar In 
Time Of Caesars 

Dentists played an important role 
in the ancient civilizations of Kgypt, 
Assyria and Peru, according to Dr. 
Leroy M. 8: Miner, dean of the Har- 
vard Dental School. 

Excavations, among the Inca re- 
mains in Peru, Dean Miner said, re- 
vealed that the teeth of the Incas 
were ornamented with thin gold discs. 
In Eucador, teeth were almost en- 
tirely covered by an overlay of gold. 
In ancient Mexico and India, they 
were commonly adorned with tur- 
quoise and other precious stones, 

In an Egyptian document nearly 3,- 
000 years old, archaeologists found 
remedies for toothache and for tight- 
ening loose teeth, and in the ruins of 
Ninevah was found a clay tablet, 2,- 
500 years old, in which a court physi- 
cian recorded his diagnosis of a royal 
toothache. 

“By the time of the Caesars,’ de- 
clared Dean Miner, “artificial teeth 
were familiar. The Roman _ poet 
martial notes with a sarcastic eye the 
efforts of the beauties of the day to 
maintain their charms and remarks 
that ‘the belle lays down her teeth 
at night just as she does her silken 
robes.’ 

“In another place he unkindly re- 
marks that ‘she now has removable 
teeth and would have removable eyes 
if they were for sale’.’ 


Has Ancient Lineage 


Greyhound Probably Oldest Of Dog 
Family In World 


The greyhound can boast of a very 
ancient lineage, and is probably the 
oldest of the dog family in the world. 
It figures on Egyptian frescoes of the 
early Pharaohs, and was used for 
coursing by Greeks. A fine Antoine 
sculpture in the British Museum of 
two greyhounds proves that they 
were appreciated by the Romans. 
Greyhounds were favorites with al- 
most all English kings, from Canute 
to Charles the First, and King John 
repeatedly took greyhounds instead 
of money for payment of the penal- 
ties he inflicted. Until modern times 
the greyhound was an aristocratic 
dog which only ‘gentlemen’ free- 
holders were permitted to keep. A 
trace of this regulation can be found 
in the fact that in Egland until 1853 
& specjal tax of twenty-two shillings 
each was levied on greyhouds to place 
them beyond the reach of all except 
the favored few. 


Zoo Loses Ancient Tortoise 


‘Flue Ends Career Of 150-Year-Old 
Reptile 

London papers record the death 
from influenza of Sopa, the giant 
female tortoise at the Zoo. There is 
no doubt that her registered age, one 
hundred and fifty, is correct; there 
had been carved upon her undershell 
the year of the Peace of Versailles, 
1783. This three-hundredweight rep- 
tile had been ill for some weeks. Re- 
cently pneumonia developed, and has 
now claimed her at her prime. The 
animal was a native of Galapagos Is- 
lands, off the coast of Ecuador. 

In spite of her death, Sopa will con- 
tinue to be an object of interest, since 
she is to be mounted for exhibition 
purposes in the galleries of the Na- 
tural History Museum at South Ken- 
| sington.

“The cotitributions made by Cana- 
dian plant breeders in the form of 
Superior varieties of field crops stand 
almost as an epic in the realm of 
scientific achievement,” stated L. H. 
Newman, Dominion Cerealist for the 
Canadian Government Experimental 
Farms, in a recent address broadcast 
over a chain of Canadian radio sta- 
tions. “These contributions,” he con- 
tinued, “reveal a-story of nearly half 
a century of determined effort, re- 
plete with discouragement and dis- 
appointment but ultimately rewarded 
with enormous gain. 

“The most important plant-breed- 
ing contribution made thus far in 
Canada has been in connection with 
the development of varieties of wheat 
capable of thriving under conditions 
which characterize much of the great 
wheat-growing plains of Western 
Canada. 

“While the creation of an early- 
ripening, high-yielding variety of 
wheat of good quality has been a 
major objective of the Canadian plant 
breeder for many years, more recent- 
ly he has been grappling with an- 
other problem of equal if not even 
greater importance, This consists in 
an attempt to combine in one variety 
the yielding ability and baking qual- 
ity of such varieties as Marquis with 
the ability possessed by certain non- 
bread wheats to resist the attacks of 
that dread enemy of the wheat grow- 
er, the disease known as wheat stem 
rust. This work, which is centered 
largely at the Canadian Government 
Rust Research Laboratory at Winni- 
peg, seems to be progressing rapidly 
toward the desired goal and it is con- 
fidently expected that within the next 
two or three years the momentous an- 
nouncement will be made that a new 
rust-resistant wheat of high quality 
and good yielding ability is available 
for propagation by farmers in the afe 
fected districts.” 


A Record High Tide 


Damaged Old Fortress That Resisted 
Wolfe’s English Invasion 

The rock-ribbed old fortress that 
stubbornly resisted Wolfe's English 
invasion has fallen before the on- 
slaught of a storm that drove huge 
seas into Louisburg's sheltered har- 
bor, in Nova Scotia. 

A record high tide breached a grav- 
el tbarrier for the first time in 177 
years and flooded a large part of the 
ancient fortifications, lapping the 
base of the famous French hospital 
in the fortress grounds, The approach 
roadway to the west gate of the fort 
was practically ruined, and it is ex- 
pected that restoration work on the 
remainder of the fort will have to be 
halted this year to allow it to be re- 
paired. 

The last recorded occurrence of the 
kind took place in 1756—two years 
before Wolfe took Louisburg—and 
caused the French authorities much 
trouble. Sentries had to be with- 
drawn because the water rose up te 
their waists.
